Senator Shields said he raised live 
stock, sheep, grain and Angora goats, 
all .afret ted by the tariff.

Its prep­ 
osition tieing as follows: To make fif­ 
ty gallons dissolve (ive pounds of blue 
vitriol (copper sulphate! in tweuty-flve 
gallons of water in a small barrel or 
half barrel. 
Next slake five pounds of 
fresh stone lime, using care not to let 
it get too hot.
